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The Hind Collection and 


RTHUR HIND died at Miami 

Beach, Florida, on March 1st, 

1933. Long before the will 

was proved I began to re- 

ceive cables and letters, not 
only from philatelists at home, but 
from others in England, France, Ger- 
many, Austria, etc. 

All wanted to know what was to 
become of his famous collection. 

Naturally the only thing to do was 
to wait until the will was probated. 
When this was done it was found that 
the clauses relating to the collecticn 
were as follows: 

“Article Nine. I direct that my 
entire Stamp Collection be sold by 
said Executor at public auction, or 
in such other manner as it may deem 
advisable, and, in connection there- 
with and for the purpose of effecting 
such sale, in the manner and upon 
the terms most advantageous to my 
Estate, I further direct 

1. That my said Executor employ 
or retain the services of William C. 
Kennett, Jr., now or formerly of Haz- 
lewood, in the State of Ohio, and 
Charles J. Phillips, now or formerly 
of London, England, and now or for- 
merly of New York City, in the State 
of New York. 

_2. That my said Executor, in its 
discretion, permit said person or per- 
sons, so far as may be allowed by law, 
to arrange for and supervise such 
sale and that my said Executor fol- 
low the advice of such person or per- 
sons in connection therewith to such 
extent as my said Executor in its 
discretion may deem advisable”. 

_ Some years ago Arthur Hind had 
informed me of his intention to ap- 
point Kennett and myself to look

after the sale of his collection if we 
should survive him. This decision on 
his part was a very natural one as 
since 1922 or 1923 I have been on 
very close terms, both of friendship 
and of business, with both Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Hind and have stayed 
at their home on very many occasions 
and when they came to New York 
they always visited me. Arthur Hind 
used to seek my advice on very many 
of his purchases during the past ten 
years, and he recognized that my 
knowledge of 19th century stamps 
and of the international market was 
second to none. 

As regards Mr. W. C. Kennett, he 
had been Mr. Hind’s personal friend 
for many years and had been en- 
gaged for some ten years in helping 
arrange the major portion of his col- 
lection, and in particular had had 
charge of the buying of Mr. Hind’s 
20th century stamps, and is a noted 
collector of the stamps of this group 
himself. 

Mr. Hind rightly thought that Mr. 
Kennett and I would form an ideal 
team and in this I think he was quite 
right and his judgment has, so far, 
proved quite correct. 

After the will was proved the Ex- 
ecutor—The First Citizens Bank & 
Trust Co., of Utica, N. Y.—called a 
meeting in Utica, which was held on 
May 15, 1933. 

At this meeting it was decided to 
prepare a detailed list of the stamps 
and that this list should be turned 
over to Mr. Kennett and myself for 
us to fix the market value of the 
stamps as at the day of Mr. Hind’s 
death. 

This proved a long and laborious 





work as each stamp had to be listed, 
both as a check against loss for the 
Executor and as a correct basis for 
the Federal and State Taxes. 

The preparation of this appraise- 
ment will occupy until about the end 
of September. 

At. the same meeting it was decid- 
ed that the whole collection should be 
sold at public auctions—grouped ‘as 
follows, at intervals of three to four 
months. 

It was decided that the first sale 
should consist of the United States 
and Confederate States stamps. 

The second sale the more valuable 
portions of Great Britain and the 
British Colonies, and Dependencies. 

The third sale the more important 
European groups, and then such other 
sales as should be found necessary 
when these great groups had been 
dispersed. 

It will be noticed that I adopted 
a different principle in arranging 
these sales to that adopted in the 
fourteen sales of the Ferrari collec- 
tion. 

In the Ferrari sales the buyers 
never knew what quantities of rare 
stamps were coming up for auction 
in the future. 

In the sales we have arranged, 
every single stamp of the Hind col- 
lection of any one country will be 
found in one session, a great advant- 
age to the collectors as well as to the 
dealers. 

It will also be noticed that we 
have grouped the stamps in the man- 
ner most suitable to the different 
groups of buyers. 

The valuable United States stamps 
come first, and can be inspected per- 
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sonally by all local buyers or their 
agents. 

Then some months later on I have 
arranged for a great sale of British 
stamps and the bulk of the rarer 
British Colonials, including Mauri- 
tius (I think the finest and most val- 
able lot in the world), Cape of Good 
Hope, British Guiana, New South 
Wales, etc., etc. 

This will be a wonderful opportuni- 
ty for British Collectors and Dealers 
to buy the finest material at their 
own prices, and I fully anticipate that 
at this great sale Great Britain will 
be represented in person by a large 
number of buyers. 

In the same manner the Third great 
sale has been planned to attract the 
great buyers of Europe, as in this 
sale will be included the finest col- 
lection of Spanish stamps in the 
whole world—the magnificent collec- 
tion of unused French stamps, the 
German States, Italian States, Rou- 
mania, etc., etc. 

The Executor authorized Mr. Ken- 
nett and myself to produce catalogues 
worthy of this great collection. My 
own endeavor has been to describe 
the stamps faithfully and correctly, 
and above all to photograph in cor- 
rect size every important item as 
far as I was legally able to do so. 

Philatelists can judge the results. 
The catalogues are sold at One Dol- 
lar each and this fee entitles the 
buyer to a printed list of the prices 
attained at each sale. These catalog- 
ues should prove of real value to all 
who are interested in fine stamps. 
They will show, not the fancy cata- 
logue prices, but the actual prices at 
which stamps of the whole world from 
1840 to 1928 have been sold in the 
open market. 

It is impossible to say when the 
first sale will be held. Due notice 
will be given. 

I have kept the most important 
fact for my last paragraph in this 
article: 

The Executor has instructed me 
that every stamp must be sold, noth- 
ing must be returned to them. There- 
fore these sales are

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Firsts Day N R A Stamp 


No figures as to the actual number 
of covers that were mailed at Wash- 
ington for the first day of issue of 
the NRA stamp have been mentioned 
but to those who are interested in 
knowing about the covers that were 
handled by Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News, a brief summary of the mail- 
ing is given. 

In all there were a total of 7032 
covers mailed out at Washington on 
August 15th. Of this number, about 
75 to 80% were covers which were 
specially printed and addressed by 
typewriter for those who placed or- 
ders for such covers. For an entire 
week prior to August 15, there was 
required the services of four or five 
people almost constantly to open the 
mail, address envelopes, two type- 
writers being used most of the time 
for this work and to stuff, seal and 
mark the envelopes for the stamps 
that were to go on them. 


For three or four days, consider- 
ably over 1000 letters per day were 
handled at our office. Altho it was 
announced that the dead line for 
orders would be on Saturday noon, 
August 12, arrangements were made 
to get mail Sunday morning at the 
postoffice and this was all opened and 
prepared and taken with us to Wash- 
ington while mail that reached our 
office in Columbus was opened and 
envelopes addressed and forwarded to 
Washington on Monday, reaching us 
at the Ambassador Hotel on Tuesday 
and was mailed with the’ new stamps 
so that every order that came was 
taken care of. 


The trip to Washington was begun 
at 11 o’clock Sunday morning, August 
13. We drove to Marietta, Ohio, up 
the river on the Ohio side to St. 





Marys in West Va., and for the first 
fifty miles out of this place we felt 
that we had found about as discourag- 
ing a road as could be found for it 
wiggled and twisted and was so nar- 
row in places that one wondered what 
would happen if they met a big bus 
coming toward them. 


After that first stretch the road 


is an excellent one as mountain roads 











go and scenery is such as to delight 
anyone. By dark we had passed 
through Clarksburg and stopped at 
Winchester, Virginia for the over- 
night stop, a distance of 341 miles in 
the trip. Next morning it was but 
a couple hours drive to Washington 
where we arrived and were fixed and 
ready for the work on Tuesday. 


At eight o’clock Tuesday morning 
we picked up 100 sheets of the new 





NRA stamps at the Philatelic Agency. 
We had left our order Monday after- 
noon with Mr. Chamberlain and the 
sheets were selected and ready when, 
we arrived at opening time. Back to 
the hotel in a rush and to sticking 
stamps on envelopes. After we had 
a good start we realized that the 
time at our disposal was plenty and 
thus scattered the work over the 
day and had everything in the mail 
before 5 o’clock. It took about 6 
hours actual work for Mrs. Linn and 
myself in sticking the stamps on the 
envelopes. 


Of the covers mailed there were 
5252 wth single stamps; 339 with 
horizontal pairs; 111 with vertical 
pairs; 103 with strips of three and 
756 with blocks of four by ordinary 
mail while 110 with strips of three 
and 271 with blocks of four were by 
Air Mail. There were also 78 covers 
with a block of four and a single 
which were for special delivery and 
about a dozen miscellaneous covers. 

We were obliged to buy an addi- 
tional 25 sheets of the stamps making 
in all a purchase of 125 sheets of 
stamps, at $375.00. The total number 
of — used on the covers were 
11,598. 


At 10 o’clock on the morning of the 
15th the ceremony of the sale of the 
first sheet of NRA stamps was held 
in the lobby of the main post Office 
building and of course time was 
taken out to see this event. An illus- 
tration shows Postmaster General 
Farley passing the sheet of stamps 
through the window to General John- 
son, director of the NRA, with Joseph 
C. O’Mahoney, Assistant Postmaster 
General and Postmaster Wm. Mooney 
of Washington, D. C., standing at the 
right.

If the NRA pro- 
gram is to be 
made a success it 
will have to be done by the method 
as expressed on the stamp itself, “in 
a common determination” of all par- 
ties. 

It has been noted that the figure 
representing the capitalist is not in 
step with the other three figures pic- 
tured on the stamp as representing 
labor, the farmer and the female 
worker. 

Some will claim that capital never 
has been in step with these other in- 
terests and that thus the stamp is a 
true picture of the situation, yet such 
is not what was wanted to be shown, 
as is evidenced by the motto on the 
stamp. It is but a little thing, a pic- 
ture that few will notice yet once 
noticed by stamp collectors its faults 
will be blazoned across the newspaper 
pages of the country, it will be broad- 
cast by Radio and though one never 
does see the stamp they will know of 
its faults. 


Early withdrawal of the issue is 
the only way to check the harm that 
it can and will do, for 400 million 
broadcasts of such a glaring misrep- 
resentation of just what NRA is in- 
tended to mean will require much ex- 
plaining. Perhaps a change at once 
to the blue eagle which is the symbol

of NRA will be the easiest way out 
of this difficulty by the government. 

While as has been stated, it is 
pointed out that the Capitalist is out 
of step with the other figures shown 
on the stamp, perhaps we can look at 
it the other way around, as did the 
drunk in the Labor Day Parade who 
claimed that they were all out of step 
but him. 


NIRA _ It is becoming increasingly 
evident that stamp collectors, 
no matter where you find them are an 
enthusiastic bunch of people. The is- 
sue of the new NRA stamps at Nira, 
Iowa, as the second city of issue has 
caused more commotion in Iowa than 
the failure of the corn crop would 
cause. At least it looks that way to 
one at this distance. 

In Washington where the first day 
sale of a new stamp is a cut and dried 
affair which is old news to the natives, 
there is but a mild amount of enthusi- 
asm, in fact it seems that such as 
there is, is drummed up for the oc- 
casion, but not so in Nira where the 
issue of the NRA stamp has drawn 
hundreds of visitors to this “forgot- 
ten town” and given it publicity which 
is only equal to what would happen 
if gold had been found in its main 
street. 

Covers from Nira poured in on us. 
Cachets were used, the Postmaster 
got writers cramp from autographing 
letters and was so happy over the 
event that he fed watermellon to the 
visiting multitudes. 

According to a story by Leo Kin- 
singer, two traffic men on foot di- 
rected the model “T’s’” as they en- 
tered the main thoroughfare and these 
men were assisted—lets tell it in the 
words of Mr. Kinsinger—‘“by a third 
man on a large, sprightly mule which 
had an N R A sticker adhered to its 
rumble seat.” 

Thus we can see that whatever we 
think of first day stamp sales, Nira 
did itself proud on this occasion. 

We regret that we do not have 
space to print the entire account of 
this great event as told by Mr. Kin- 
singer. Its good, and we appreciate 
the thoughtfulness of this reader in 
supplying the news altho so much has 
come to us from Nira that the use of 
all of the copy would require more 
space than we could spare.

S. P. A. Convention 


Fond du Lac (Wis.) received the 
stamp collectors of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans and the Wiscon- 
sin Association of Philatelic Societies 
with open arms for the three-day con- 
vention of the national society Aug. 
17 to 19 and the joint banquet of the 
two societies on the last day. Amer- 
ican flags and Fond du’s own flag with 
“Welcome” and “Anchor in Fond du 
Lac” inscriptions decorated the streets 
and the Association of Commerce and 
Fond du Lac Yacht Club joined in 
supplying entertainment in the form 
of land and lake trips. 

It can not be said that the visitors 
did not “return the compliment”. Mrs. 
Myrtle Shaughnessy, representative 
of the post office department brought 
“odd lot” supplies of Yorktowns, 
Clarks and other stamps not listed at 
the agency, as well as ample supplies 
of new NRA stamps, which were 
placed on sale Aug. 17, giving the city 
a “second day postmark” on an equal 
basis with Nira, Iowa. 

The postmark was with a special 
cancellation stamp, reading Fond-du- 
Lac Wis., S. P. A. station. The post 
office department also sent two ex- 
hibit frames from Washington, show- 
ing proofs and imperforates never ac- 
tually issued by the department. The 
frames had a prominent place in the 
100-frame educational exhibit spon- 
sored by the host branch. 

Hearing for the first time that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, elected to membership 
in the 8S. P. A. at the Washington con- 
vention last year, had chosen to make 
Branch 11 his “home” branch by ac- 
cepting honorary membership along 
with S. Senator F. Ryan Duffy, 
former national vice commander of 
the American Legion, the convention 
delegates voted favorably on the re- 
quest of the branch that it be allowed 
to drop its numerical designation, and 
while retaining its place in the list- 
ing of affiliated societies, and be des- 
ignated hereafter as Roosevelt Branch. 

Convention delegates were wel- 
comed to the city by Herman C. 
Berndt, president of the Association 
of Commerce, on behalf of the asso- 
ciation, Fond du Lae Yacht club and 
City of Fond du Lac. He outlined 
plans for “cafeteria” entertainment 
the second day of the convention and 
presented to Frank M. Coppock, Jr., 
Cincinnati, a huge brass key to the 
city which bore Pa —— in 
raised letters “S. P. A 

Fond du Lac’s RAS: Gots luck seemed 
about to break when a rainstorm 
came up just as the convention pic- 
ture had been “snapped” at 2 p. m., 
but the yacht club skippers waited 
until 4 p. m. when the storm cleared 
away. More than 50 made the trip 
in large power yachts, taking supper 
at Columbia park, 10 miles north on 
the east shore of Lake Winnebago. 
Returning to the hotel about 8:30 
p. m. the first bourse session was 
opened.

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Fifty Cent Zepp Stamp 
In October 


Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley announced August 19th, that the 
German Airship Graf Zeppelin will 
make a special flight from Friedrich- 
shafen, Germany to the Century of 
Progress Exposition at Chicago the 
latter part of October. The big Ger- 
man Airship, which circled the globe 
in 1929, will leave its Friedrichshafen 
hangar on or about October 14, and 
will proceed to Chicago via South 
America with Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
famed German Zeppelin designer, in 
command. 

Eckener proposes to fly from 
Friedrichshafen to Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, thence to Pernambuco, also in 
Brazil. From the latter city the com- 
mander of the Graf will point the 
nose of his giant craft Northward, 
with Miami, Florida, as the next 
scheduled stop. 

The Graf Zeppelin will take on an 
additional supply of gas at the Miami 
mooring mast before continuing on 
to Akron, Ohio, where she will dock 
in the hangar of the Goodyear-Zep- 
pelin Corporation for refueling and 
regassing before proceeding to Chi- 
cago. On the return journey to Ger- 
many the Graf will fly directly to 
Friedrichshafen. 

Arrangements have been completed 
with the Post Office Department for 
the Graf Zeppelin to carry United 
States mail from Miami and Akron 
for delivery within the United States 
and from Miami, Akron and Chicago 
for dispatch to Europe on the return 
trip. A special 50-cent commemora- 
tive stamp will be issued by the Post 
Office Department for use on United 
States mail to be carried on this flight. 

The rate to be charged will be 50 
cents per letter not exceeding one- 
half ounce in weight, regardless of 
its destination. A special cachet will 
be used at Miami, Akron and Chicago 
on the letters dispatched from those 
offices. 

The forthcoming visit to this coun- 
try of the big German Airship will 
mark the fourth time that the Graf 
Zeppelin has flown over the United 
States. Previous visits were made in

1928, a flight from Friedrichshafen 
to Lakehurst, New Jersey and re- 
turn. In 1929 the Graf Zeppelin 
crossed the continent on its world 
flight, making a stop at Lakehurst 
before continuing on to its home port. 
In 1930 the Graf Zeppelin made a 
Friedrichshafen to Lakehurst journey 
by way of Seville, Spain, Rio de Ja- 
neiro and Pernambuco. 


Although special cachets were is- 
sued for mails sent on all of these 
flights, special postage stamps were 
issued only in connection with the 
European-Pan American flight of 
1930. 


Collectors need but get their 50 
cent pieces ready and wait for further 
announcements which will be made in 
due time. As announced, covers can 
be mailed from Miami to Akron, Chi- 
cago or Europe; from Akron to Chi- 
cago or Europe; and from Chicago to 
Europe. That means six different 
covers if you want the set. 


It is of course understood that cov- 
ers mailed from any point in this 
country to either Akron or Chicago 
will be marked via Akron or Chicago 
and should be addressed to your home 
address where they will be delivered 
after having made the trip on the 
Zeppelin. Whether it will be ar- 
ranged that covers may be mailed in 
this country and marked via Europe 
and then be delivered to your home 
address has not been announced by 
the Postoffice Department but definite 
announcement as to mailing directions 
will be announced later. 

In the meantime, Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News will prepare a handsome 
special envelope for this Zeppelin trip 
which will be offered at the same 
prices as for the Kosciuszko envelopes 
now being sold and orders for them 
may be placed at any time. Envelopes 
will be ready and mailed to those who 





place advance orders within a couple 


weeks time.
